the same kind of tools that his forefa-

He carries all his im- 


plements in two cabinets, sitting on 
one and working at the other. When 
he has finished all the work available 
in one neighborhood he fastens the 
two cabinets to a bamboo rod and 
slings it over his shoulder. He tramps 
through the towns burdened in this 
way and stops when he is called, much 
as a scissors grinder or umbrella 
mender does in our country. — Wide 
World Magazine.
